SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OP  THE  AREA. 

The  unemployment  vdiich  occurred  during  1952  and  which  was  more 
or  less  confined  to  Cotton  Operatives  was  still  fairly  prevalent 
during  1955® 

Most  of  the  mills  in  Padiham  run  their  ovm  canteens  and  these 
should  he  encouraged  and  used  more  than  they  are,  by  the  workers. 

The  County  Council  has  control  of  two  nurseries  in  the  area 
where  children  under  school  age,  of  women  engaged  in  industry* 
are  looked  after,  and  regarding  these  nurseries  the  only  complaint 
is  the  supervision  is  not  strict  enough  in  times  of  epidemics. 

All  the  schools  in  the  district  provide  dinners  for  the  scholars 
and  this  is  to  be  highly  commended. 

In  connection  with  the  welfare  of  the  old  people,  a  voluntary 
association  has  been  set  up  and  is  doing  valuable  work*  such  as, 
letter  writing,  doing  shopping  when  necessary,  giving  advise,  and 
arranging  for  domestic  help  in  cases  of  sickness. 

So  far  as  the  health  of  the  aged  is  concerned  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  sons  and  daughters  will  have  to  bear  their  fair 
share  of  looking  after  them  and  not  leave  it  to  others. 

The  health  of  the  inhabitants  has  been  fairly  good  during  the 
year  and  so  far  as  recreations  are  concerned  full  advantage  was  taken 
of  all  the  facilities  controlled  by  the  Local  Authority  and  the 
various  Sunday  Schools. 

A  new  association  has  been  started  in  Padiham  to  help 
handicapped  and  disabled  people  and  very  valuable  work  is  being 
done  in  this  respect.

All  the  samples  are  from  a  chemical  point  of  view  of  very 
good  quality,  free  from  any  deleterious  matter  and  suitable  for  all 
purposes  of  domestic  supply. 


WATER  SUPPLY  (continued): 

Sample  two  had  a  slight  odour  of  diesel  oil  or  paraffin 
(Kerosene)  which  is  probably  derived  from  some  very  local  contamination 
of  short  duration* 

/ 

Sample  number  four  shows  a  trace  of  lead  probably  derived  from 
lead  piping*  The  amount  is  not  significant  but  larger  and  more 
significant,  amounts  of  lead  might  be  taken  up  by  the  water  standing 
in  lead  pipes  for  any  length  of  time. 

Sample  two  showed  a  slight  deposit  of  hydrated  oxide  of  iron 
which  accounts  for  the  relatively  high  iron  content.

OVERCROWDING-. 

No  overcrowding  as  set  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  Y/as  observed 
during  the  year s  although  seven  cases  of  complaints  were  submitted 
to  the  Committee. 

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

Preliminary  surveys  show  that  63  houses  have  been  considered 
as  unfit  houses  at  the  present  time  and  that  246  houses  will  fall 
into  the  same  category  in  10  years  time. 

To  give  some  indication  of  the  extent  of  the  shortage  of  houses 
it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  there  are  130  families  in  lodgings 
39  without  children,  and  the  rest  with  1,  2,  3,  or  4  children. 

Over  1 00  aged  persons  are  seeking  one  bed— roomed  bungalov/s. 

Housing  schemes  are  in  progress  to  try  and  alleviate  these 
conditions.

(b)  TRAIE  REFUSE i~ 

The  weekly  service  for  the  collection  of  clinkers 
from  bakehouses,  trade  premises,  schools,  ohapels,  and 
workshops,  has  been  maintained,  845  loads  of  refuse 
weighing  approximately  1,124  tons  was  removed.

(o)  REFUSE  DISPOSAL*- 


The  controlled  tip  activities  continued. satisfactorily, 
and  none  of  the  fears  regarding  rat  infestation,  nuisance 
from  smells,  and  the  inadequate  disposal  of  organic  matter, 
have  materialised.

1.8.  PUBLIC  CLEANSING  (continued)  >- 

Damage  on  the  tip  by  trespassers,  is  less  of  a  ■  problem 
and  source  of  worry  than  in  previous  years.  A  steady 
diminution  of  this  trouble,  is  evident  now  the  tip  faces  are 
becoming  less  accessible. 


(d)  STREET  SCAVENGING; - 

The  scavenging  of  streets  is  carried  out  by  a 
mechanical  street  sweeper  and  two  men  with  bins  and  hand 
trucks . 

The  mechanical  road  sweeper  has  been  in  use  for  the 
full  year  and  its ' practical  value  is  now  beyond  doubt  a 
qualified  success,  tons  of  "sweepings'7  were  collected. 

The  more  efficient  road  sweeping  service  has.  been 
maintained  at  a  lower  cost  than  by  manual  sweeping  method. 

•The  gullying  machine  has  maintained  a  steady  routine. 

The  cleansing  cycle  is  as  follows:- 

i.  Mains  -  at  six  weeks  intervals, 

ii.  District  Roads  (frontages),,  -  at  12  week  intervals, 

iii.  District  Roads  (back  streets).  -  at  l6  week  intervals. 


( e )  URINALS  ADD  PUBLIC  LAVATORIES : - 

The  two  urinals  and  three  public  lavatories  were 
cleansed  daily  throughout  the  year.  The  Cleansing 
standard  has  been  maintained  resulting  in  fewer  complaints, 
lew  lighting 'has  been  installed  in  the  Station  Road  Ladies 
conveniences. 


(f)  TRANSPORT: - 

The  departmental  transport  has  functioned  without 
serious  breakdown,  except  in  the  case  of  the  mechanical 
sweeper  which  developed  a  defect  in  the  transmission. 

Minor  defects  in  the  refuse  collecting  trucks  are  now 
occurring  at  more  frequent  intervals. 


IS.  SALVAGE: - 

The  price  of  waste  paper  rose  from  £7 •lO*Od.f ’ to 
£8.  10.  Od.,  and  fell  again  to  £8.  0.  Od.,  per  ton, 

2,150  bales  of  waste  paper  were  packed  and 
dispatched  as  against  "1, 690  for  the  previous  year,  an 
increase  of  /\.Go  bales.
